Commodity Comment 

Week Ending Sept. 1 

The futures markets are quite volatile 
for all commodities and limit moves tend . 


to be the order of the day. The main 
motivating forces continue to he the 
heat-wave and drought in the midwest 
nnd a very strong U.S. Dollar. These 
forces bear close watching. The drought 
has brought forth a supply bull market 
in grains and the ripple effect of higher 
grain prices have caused a sharp rally in 
hoe and belly prices. The strong U.S. 
Dollar continues to weigh heavily on the 
foreign currencies ana precious metal 
markets. There sure is a lot of action 
around. 

The Chicago Board of Trade has a real 
bull market on its hands. The long 
drought and heat-wave have taken its 
toll on the corn and soybean crops. Late 
last week unexpected rains hit the nor¬ 
thern Illinois, Indiana and Ohio Valley 
regions. Soybean and corn prices 
responded by dropping thepermissable 
limit two days in a row. Trading soy¬ 
beans right now requires ice water m 
your veins. A 60 cents move in two days 
Is common place trading under current 
market conditions. Tho trend for grain 
prices remains higher. As I have men¬ 
tioned before, the trend is your friend. 
The grain markets are beginning to shift 


focus from supply to demand. And de¬ 
mand for grains, expecially soybeans, is 
terrible. But as long as the size of the 
bean and corn crops remains unknown 
(and unharvested) price drops should be 
well supported. At tins writing, 
November beans closed at 881'A, 
Dcccnilier corn at 353%, and December 
wheat at 405 3 /r. 

The livestock markets fell sharply this 
past week due to heavy slaughter, poor 
demand and declining grain prices. Hog 
prices have been gaining in price com¬ 
pared to cattle prices in recent weeks. A 
lot of the strength in hog prices is due to 
the bull market in grains. The cattle 
market is a real train wreck. New yearly 
lows were hit this week with the Feeder 
cattle leading the way downward. 1 
mentioned before that the feeder cattle 
futures should drop below $58. This 
week they touched $56.27. And the 
"bears” think feeders are headed 
another $5 down! Is it possible? In com¬ 
modity trading all things are possible. 
I’m still very '‘bearish" on livestock thru 
the fall of this year. I view all rallies in 
livestock futures (except spring and 
summer 1984) as selling opportunities. 
Prolonged cool weather will cause the 
hog market to give way in the same 


manner as the cattle market. At this 
writing, October cattle closed at 56.60, 
October feeders at 57.26, October hogs 
at 42.80, and February bellies at 63.32, 

Which Way From Here? 

As long as the U.S. Dollar remains 
strong, precious metal prices should go 
lower and foreign currencies will follow 
suit. The trend in currencies is down - 
metal prices neutral to lower. I still like 
the long side of Bonds nnd GNMA's. I 
would be a light buyer on price set¬ 
backs. I look for interest rates to work 
lower in 1984. Remember that 1984 is 
an election year and 1 can't imagine in¬ 
terest rates going up when its time to 
elect a President. 

These are certainly good markets, of¬ 
fering numerous trading opportunities. 
But don’t get carried away being a 
"bull." There are very few markets 
where your trend is definitely up and 
unless you trade with the trend, you’ll 
end up loosing money. Have Fun! Jerry

Crude Production 
Down for First 
Half of 1983 

Austin — Texas crude oil production 
decreased by just over half of one percent 
during the first half of this year as com¬ 
pared to the same period last year, accor¬ 
ding to preliminary reports to the 
Railroad Commission. 

The latest production totals available 
show that oil production totaled 
432,987,267 barrels during the first six 
months of 1988. Through June of 1982, 
Texas produced 435,633,131 barrels of 
oil. 

In June 1983, Texas crude oilproduc- 
don totaled 70,214,469 barrels. Tne state 
produced 72,668,167 barrels in May 1988 
and 71,368,946 barrels In June 1982. 

Texas oil production averaged 
2,340,484 barrels daily in June, up from 
2,832,490 barrels daily in May but down 
from 2,878,832 bairels daily in June 1982. 


The June 1983 production allowable 
totaled 91,384,829 barrels. The state’s oil 
production was 23.17 percent under the 
allowable for the month. 

The state’s top producing counties in 
June were Pecos. 4,126,037 barrels; Ec¬ 
tor, 8,661,988 barrels; Gaines, 8,647,884 
barrels; Yoakum, 3,608,612 barrels; An¬ 
drews, 8,158,923 barrels; Gregg, 
3,122,911 barrels; Hockley, 3,065,766 
barrels; Scurry, 2,439,918 barrels; Crane, 
2,102,666 barrels; and Refugio, 1,878,662 
barrels.
